^pcciaji/ed skills can be guar­ 
anteed women who enlist in 
Hie Women's Army Corps dur­ 
ing the balance of this year.

Quotas for Wacs are avail­ 
able at Army schools teaching 
basic courses in dental labor­ 
atory, dental assistant, X-Ray 
and operating room procedure; 
personnel administration, data 
processing equipment opera­ 
tion, stenography, finance, or- 
danance supply, cooking, and 
clerical procedures and typing.

AN APPLICANT interested 
in any of these fields qualifies 
by taking aptitude tests before 
enlistment. Some schools also 
require past high school study 
in certain subjects such as phy­ 
sics or chemistry.

The successful applicant is 
enlisted on a date which al­ 
lows for eight weeks of mili­ 
tary orientation at the WAG 
Center, Fort McClellan, Ala., 
immediately prior to the start 
of the specialized course.

TIIK AKMV tcchniciil schools 
are located in Texas, Mary­ 
land, Virginia, Indiana, (icor- 
gia and Alabama.
